The average of $5,132 for all yearlings sold at 
auction in 1945 stands as previously computed. 
But a few other corrections in the general statis- 
tics on yearling sales should be noted. 

In California 45 yearling fillies sold for $50,000, 
average $1,111. The 489 fillies sold in all auc- 
tions brought $1,994,475, average (as given) 
$4,079. 

The grand total of horses of all ages sold at 
auction in 1945, as given on page 1449 of the De- 
cember 29 issue, should be changed to $6,609,380, 
average $4,042. 

After adding the four head, which were omitted 
from the California sale, the line for horses in 
training sold in 1945 should read 329 head, $678,- 
160, averaged $2,061. 
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
